We 
need not indulge our own fancies, nei- 
ther give lecture on natural history. We 
can interpret the text by context, and 
group around it the lessons tersely 
taught. 

God’s care in providing beforehand

The eagle builds her nest on a moun- 
tain top, a fortress and a watchtower, 
secure from invasion and from want. 
The philosophy of history is but another 
name for Providence. The forces of so-

church. The same holds good of indi- 
viduals. God’s sovereignty does not set 
aside means, but infallibly controls 
them. Paul was separated for the min- 
istry from his mother’s womb.

God 
is able of stones to raise children; but He 
does not. Influence of the nest are mani- 
fest in all His eminent servants. 

The discipline to which God subjects 
His people is for their good. “The eagle 
stirreth up her nest.” So God: in Egypt, 
the land of Goshen, the wilderness, sub- 
sequent history, Babylonish captivity, 
destruction of Jerusalem. So with indi- 
viduals. Job thought he would die in his 
nest. Abraham, and all his spiritual des- 
- cendants. The home, and the house of 
God, the dearest spots on earth. They 
are intimately associated, but only a 
temporary nest. Family separations are 
inevitable. The old nest will be de- 
serted. But this should not poison our 
joy nor relax our efforts.

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Reading recently in a book written 


with the evident purpose of discredit- 


ing our Pentecostal doctrine, I felt a 
personal challenge to ask myself some 
fundamental questions and then to con- 
duct a careful search for their proper 


answer. 


Here are the questions: 1) Is the bap- 
tism in the Holy Spirit with the accom- 
panying speaking in tongues a Scriptural 
doctrine? 2) Is the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit a personal experience? 3) Does 
the experience serve a_ practical pur- 
pose? 

Let me begin my answer to the first 
question by pointing out that the bap- 
tism in the Holy Spirit is so much a 
recognized part of the Word of God 
that nearly all evangelical churches 
make a place for it in their doctrine in 
some form or another. The experience 
was the norm of New estament Chris- 
tianity. Paul, discovering certain dis- 
ciples at Ephesus who did not have the 
experience immediatly set out to remedy 
the situation. You read no further in the 
New Testament than to the third chap- 
ter of Matthew to discover John the 
Baptist telling his great audiences that 
Jesus would baptize them with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire. 

In an effort to make the speaking in 
tongues an important part of the doc- 
trine of the baptism in the Holy Spirit, 
one writer says: “Outside of the Books 
of Acts and Corinthians, the gift of 
tongues is mentioned only one time in 
the New Testament. It has ben elevated 
entirely out of proportion to its pace 


- and importance.” No evangelical student 
- would dare to make the born-again ex- 


perience unimportant because of the 


fact that it is mentioned only in John 


and in Peter, or the term Christian un- 


_ important because it is mentioned only 


in Acts and in Peter. Paul must have 
thought differently than does our au- 


| thor, for in his three-chapter discussion 
| of the gifts, in First Corinthians, he 
| mentions tongues no less than fifteen 


times. : 

You will find very few writers using 
1 Corinthians 14:19 for the purpose of 
discrediting the speaking of tongues, 
honestly including the 18th verse, which 
is part of the same sentence, or even 
including the first four words of the 
19th verse. “I thank my God, I speak 
with tongues more than ye all: (19) 
Yet in the church I had rather speak five 


' words with my understanding, that by 
my voice I might teach others also, 
than ten thousands words in an unknown 


tongue.”

of 1 Corinthians will show that it sets 
the time at which tongues shall cease. 
This fact was carefully omitted by the 
preacher. This Scripture says tongues 
shall cease when that which is perfect 
is come. I am sure that it would be easy 
for us to admit that we are not perfect, 
and perhaps under a little pressure this 
preacher would be willing to admit that 
he is not the perfection that is to come. 
Jesus, who is the perfection, has not 
yet come in the sense in which Paul 
was speaking. That being the case, 
tongues have not ceased. 


Every outpouring in the Book of Acts 
is characterized by the supernatural. 
In the Jerusalem, Caesarean, and Ephe- 
sian outpourings, the direct statements 
show that they spoke with tongues. Re- 
member that Peter was the leader of 
the group that went to Caesarea. There 
the astonishing fact was that God had 
proven to them that these Gentiles had 
received the baptism in the Holy Ghost 
by allowing them to speak with tongues 
“as on us at the beginning.” This same 
Peter led the group that went to Samaria. 
There it must have been the outward 
manifestation of the speaking in tongues 
that impressed Simon the sorcerer so 
that he was anxious to buy the gift that 
would give him the ability to cause men 
to speak in tongues. I find that the care- 
ful student will be just as effectively 
forced to accept speaking in tongues as 
a part of the baptism in the Holy Spirit 
as he is forced to make room for the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit in his Scrip- 
tural thinking. 

Now for the second question: Is the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit a personal 
experience? I am greatly troubled by a 
type of evangelism that seeks to per- 
suade people that they are already saved 
if they will only accept it. The trouble- 
some thing is that an apparent effort 
is made to avoid repentance and _ per- 
sonal prayer as a means to salvation. 
This same general idea is urged by some 
as the means to receive the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit.. 1 was told that I had 
received the baptism in the Holy Spirit 
when I was baptized as a baby. Others 
are told that they received the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit when they were 
saved. To them it is a thing appropriated 
rather than a thing received. 

The very act of the laying on of hands 
shows conclusively that the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit is a personal thing. You 
do not lay hands on a crowd, but on 
individuals. The fact that the Ephesian 
group of men was numbered would again 
emphasize the personal side of the ex- 
perience. Then too, the purpose of the 
experience as outlined in Acts 1:8, that 
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of making us witnesses, is a personal 
affair. The Greek word translated wit- 
nesses here is translated martyr in all 
of the three placs where the term martyr 
is used:in the King James version. Mar- 
tyrs are individuals with personal con- 
victions. The Word of God bears out 
the fact that the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit is a personal experience. 

The third question, Does the experi- 
ence serve a practical purpose?, would 
scarcely require an answer if my answers 
to the first two questions are well taken; 
it would seem impossible to declare that 
God ever does anything impractical. 
There is, however, abundant evidence 
of the practical side of the experience. 


There is only one Scriptural purpose 
in God’s giving the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit to His people. That is found in 
Acts 1:8. Simply stated, it is the power 
to witness. Those who do a great deal 
of witnessing, or personal work, find 
that there is the ever-present feeling that 
they are pushing their way into a man’s 
private affairs when they talk to him of 
salvation. Those who have received the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit will testify 
that it helps to liberate them from this 
inhibition. A divinely charged eloquence 
and freedom of speech caused the spec- 
tators at Jerusalem to say that “these 
men are full of new wine.” Paul said to 
the Ephesians: “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled with the 
Spirit.” One may go to excess in being 
drunk with wine. The Greek word trans- 
lated filled suggests cramming ourselves 
full of the Spirit. 


In the early part of this century was 
a spontaneous revival, the beginning of 
the outpouring of the baptism in the 
Holy Spirit, many leaders suggested 
was spurious and would soon blow over. 
It has—all over the world. 


It is not without practical significance 
that in spite of the fact that there have 
been, and still are, imperfections among 
the people who stand for the experience, 
they have outstripped all other groups 
in growth, percentage-wise, in effective 
evangelization, Sunday schools, and mis- 
sionary work. I am sure that the results 
demonstrate that the experience is prac- 
tical, that it is a personal experience, 
and, most important, it is a perfectly 
Scriptural experience.

Proverbs 80:24-28 tells of four little 
things upon the earth: the ant, the 
coney, the locust, and the spider. They 
are described as being very wise and 
empowered by God to demonstrate ac- 
tivities which were entirely out of pro- 
portion to their physical measurements 
and endowments. Amazing little things, 
these tiny creatures, and yet how often 
God takes the weak to confound the 
mighty. 

Human nature likes to do things with 
what might be called a “bang,” but the 
omnipotent God does not always work 
thus and is often tremendously con- 
cerned about the apparent insignificant 
trifles. it is He that notes the sparrow’s 
fall, and numbers the hairs of every 
head. Jesus called little children, blessed 
them and affirmed that childlike faith 
was a requisite to entrance into the 
kingdom of heaven. Even the revelation 
of Himself, His eternal truth, and the 
precious written Word came slowly 
over fifteen centuries, “line upon line, 
here a little and there a little.” (Isa. 
28:13. ) 

Science confirms the importance of 
little things. For instance, there is the 
atom which has set the whole world 
into a dizzy whirl. Again, plant a few 
seeds, and lo, there a fruitful field. 
Touch a few buttons with a finger-tip, 
and great wheels of industry turn at 
their command. 

After all, there is evident truth in the 
trite saying, “Little is much if God be in 
it.” Once an entire nation was foodless. 
and in the. early morning hours, God 


dropped seed-like manna; and_ they 
were fed. And not for one day only, 
but for forty years of days, Israel’s hun- 
ger was daily appeased by a little thing. 
Another time, five thousand men, plus 
women and children, sat down upon a 
grassy hillside. They were faint from 
lack of food, but ONE standing in their 
midst took five little loaves and two 
small fish from a little boy, and blessed 
them. Then with a touch of His divine 
fingers, broke the bread and gave them 
all to eat. Hallelujah! 

The secret of the whole matter is the 
touch of the Almighty. To our hearts 
comes the question, Have we the touch 
of God upon the work of our feeble 
human hands? The Scriptures are filled 
with accounts of His divine enable- 
ments. There was once a little maid far 
from home, who gave a few words of 
testimony to a heathen household, and 
as a consequence, a great man experi- 
enced God’s healing power. A poor 
lame beggar sat at a gate as two poor 
men passed by, but he was commanded 
in a name to rise and walk. A heavenly 
dynamo was set in motion and he, made 
whole, leaped to his feet shouting the 
praises of God. A little word of witness, 
a few short sentences of prayer, a little 
command in Jesus’ name, or an unseen 
quantity of faith—all, to the natural 
mind seems so fantastic, so ridiculously 
small and limited, and yet behold what 
God hath wrought. Oh Hallelujah! 

There is a negative side also to con- 
sider —the wrong kind of smallness. 
Some people have been referred to as 
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being “little,” and by this is meant their 
capacities for life and good are limited. 
“Little” deeds, acts, expressions, words 
are continually giving such folks away. 
The gnawing little foxes of Songs of 
Solomon 2:15 are well known in Chris- 
tian character. Ecclesiastes 10:1 tells us 
what “a little folly” does for “him that 
is in reputation for wisdom and honor.” 
Little human frailties, cares, and bur- 
dens, when unmitigated by His grace, 
choke Christian fruitfulness and de- 
stroy its perfection (Luke 8:14). Like- 
wise, the little leaven of sin and false 
doctrines bring devastating results. 

Once in the grip of a storm, some 
men were rebuked by their Leader for 
their little faith. How often there are 
those who in the hour of crisis miss 
God’s best because of the feeble exer- 
cise of faith. James 3:5 reminds us of 
the little member which can kindle a 
mighty holocaust of heart-searing, soul- 
destroying trouble! 

Surely little things have far-reaching 
consequences. No wonder we are ad- 
vised not to despise the day of small 
things. On one hand, God can take that 
which is small and limited and finite 
and show His unbounded power and 
faithfulness, thus gaining great glory to 
His Name. On the other hand, some 
great God-honoring transaction can be 
marred by some little, small human 
matter, and bring only embarrassment 
and consequent shame. God help us 
ever to watch the little things!

There will be a million and a half 
juvenile names on police blotters an- 
nually by 1960 unless present trends 
are lowered, according to a warning 
given recently by Dr. Martha M. Eliot, 
chief of the U. S. Children’s Bureau, 
who urged nation-wide study by Parent- 
Teacher Associations, with corrective 
programs for local communities. The 
Children’s Bureau is greatly concerned 
over the increasing narcotics and crime 
record among juveniles. And increase of 
evil, seduction, and disobedience to par- 
ents is prophesied in 2 Timothy, chap- 
ter 3, as a sign of the second coming of 
Christ.

new churches in strategic areas in our 
District. 

The success of this newly former fel- 
lowship is literally and entirely depend- 
ent upon every member of every church 
in our great District. It will take not 
hundreds, but thousands of people who 
live within our boundaries to make this 
daring plan work. Let us, however, be 
certain of success, for who knows better 
than we that “with God all things are 
possible”? 

Briefly, the Church Extension Fellow- 
ship is just a plan to enlist the support 
of our entire constituency and spread 
the responsibility to everyone who walks 
with us and believes in the work we are 
attempting for God. Specifically, the 


Church Extension Fellowship is a pledge . 


to contribute two dollars toward the 
erection of our first new church, to be 
established in a promising location, and 
a further pledge to contribute two dol- 
lars for each subsequent new building. 
As you can readily see, this cannot 
amount to a grat deal per person per 
year, but is, apparently, the only way 
to meet the challenge of these new areas 
in our District that cannot be reached 
by the older methods of renovated store 
buildings, tents, or cottage meetings. 

It is our hope to interest between 
eight and ten thousand people in our 
District in the work of the Church Ex- 
tension Fellowship. For the next few 
weeks there will be a concerted effort 
to sell this new program in every sec- 
tion, at each camp meeting, and in every 
church. All the departments of the Dis- 
trict: Christ’s Ambassadors, Women’s 
Missionary Council, Sunday School, and 
Bible Institute will carry their respective 
share of the load. 

The plan then calls for the purchase 
of property, strategically located; the 
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building of a first unit of neat and at- 
tractive design, suitable for conversion 
from a chapel to a Sunday school de- 
partment as the church expands; and 
the placing of experienced and depend- 
able workers to establish a new congre- 
gation. 

Please do not say it can’t be done. 
Don’t even think it. Let’s do it. We can, 
you know, if we pray together, believe 
together, and have enough faith and 
daring to work together toward the ac- 
complishment of this great objective. 
Will you take, with me, William Carey’s 
immortal and inspiring words and make 
them a motto: “Attempt great things 
for God. Expect great things from God.”

Since our last letter we have had the 
great privilege to take the gospel into 
new towns where the gospel never had 
been preached.

We know 
the Lord will do great things in both 
of these places, for the people received 
us well. 

Three weeks ago we conducted a street 
meeting at Villa Barcelona.

But when we closed the service and 
drove away in the Jeep, we found that 
some did not appreciate it, for stones 
and bricks came like thunder on our 
Jeep. There is not one window that is 
not smashed, but we are happy that no 
one was hurt. As it was dark we could 
not find out who it was that stoned us,

True Greatness 


Whosoever will be great among you, 
let him be your minister; and whoso- 
ever will be chief among you, let him 
be your servant.—Matt. 20:26, 27. 

Greatness is a word that is often used, 
and people’s ideas of it differ very much. 
Some regard it as consisting, mainly, in 
physical strength and courage; other, in 
wealth, and such external advantages 
as it affords; otherwise, in social posi- 
tion and political power; and_ others, 
again, in knowledge and mental power. 
The words of Christ, in the text, were 
called out by a desire expressed for pro- 
motion to greatness, according to a com- 
‘mon view of that quality. The greatness 
that he recognized was essentially. dif- 
ferent from that commonly entertained. 
He looked at man as man, and at things 
as they were. He spake as never man 
spake; as well as lived as no other man 
ever lived. 

What is the ideal greatness, taught 
and lived by Christ, in contrast with the 
common idea? It is service springing 
from love in the heart. Not a mere ex- 
ternal, perfunctory service, but a cheer- 
ful, loving service. This love may be 
called a new sense of the soul. It is con- 
sistent with physical weakness and ex- 
ternal difficulties—it gives to the sim- 
plest act, word or look, a power for 
good to others. Man’s true greatness 
must be in himself. He must be great in 
the center of his life. A man can only 
be great as he is in harmony with his 
own nature and with God. He was 
created as man, and is great in propor- 
tion as he lives as his Creator made and 
intended him to live. In this service a 
man is allowed to share in God’s attri- 
butes. God is love; and what is this but 
the gift of one’s self? The more we have 
of this love, the more we serve, and the 
more we are like our heavenly Father. 

The experiment has been tried, and 
the facts can be appealed to as_illus- 
trating and proving the truth of this. 
Christ has appeared on earth as the typi- 
cal man. He went about doing good, his 
outward life being the natural expres- 
sion of himself—the out-flowing of love. 
His followers served—their ruling pas- 
sion, love, shining out in their acts. 
Their names and deeds have lived on 
through the ages, being embalmed in 
the hearts of millions. As the world pro- 
gresses, in the true sense, service must 
be recognized as the expression and tri- 
umph of love. How all mere worldly 
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greatness vanishes in the effulgent light 
of Christian service! 

We cannot all become great in the 
common sense of the word, but we can 
all attain to greatness in its true sense. 
No life need be a failure. The life that 
is consecrated to the same work to which 
Christ gave His life cannot be a failure, 
but a grand success. In this work, 
we are co-workers with the greatest 
characters in the world’s history. The 
work, from its very nature, makes one 
great. We are educated, in a great de- 
gree, by our pursuits and occupations; 
when engaged in these in the Spirit of 
Christ they become ennobling to us, 
though, in themselves, humble and not 
adapted to produce such a result.

The Challenge of a Lost World 


by Miriam Bueno 


Throughout the ages people have suf- 
fered, especially in countries where sin 
vhas been so prevalent. On the lips of 
hundreds have been these questions: 
“Why continue living? What does life 
have to offer?” 

The head of a great university said 
at a round table conference: “I am lost. 
I cannot see my way. I have been look- 
ing for someone to talk to. I do not 
mind whether his advice is good or bad, 
Y must talk to someone. I can hold my 
trouble no longer.” 

Previous to this his son, who was a 
student, had committed suicide due to 
brooding over his country’s troubles. 
Why this hopelessness, suffering and 
_ darkness? A lady once told me: “I have 
_nothing to live for; my brother com- 
mitted suicide months ago, and my hus- 
band died last month. Life seems worth- 
less. Why live?” 

The modern man’s cry is one of hope- 
lessness. Someone has written, “My son, 
the world is dark with griefs and graves, 
so dark that men cry out against the 
heavens.” 

Burning within the heart of a young 
man named David Livingstone was a 
burden for lost souls across the waters, 
realizing that nine-tenths of the world 
did not know Christ, a reason for their 
suffering. He accepted the challenge 
of a lost and dying world. Along with 
his compassion for souls, he realized that 
it was the command of Christ to go to 
the lost and bring them to Him. 

What a responsibility is ours. Christ 
left a command which is valid today 
and will bring the coming of the Lord 
Jesus. The apostles, being filled with the 
Spirit, accepted the challenge and went 
everywhere carrying the glorious gospel 
of the Lord Jesus. What a challenge it 
is to our hearts! Souls die day after day, 
lost, hopeless, without Christ. Let us be 
challenged to proclaim to the millions 
across the seas that Christ has already 
paid the ransom for their salvation. 

It is not enough to be interested in 
missions. Much of the help given to 
missions is done through mere pity of 
these people, brought about by some 
heart-moving tale of need or suffering. 
Missions must be founded on something 
‘deeper than this in order for it to be 
a worthy and enduring effort. Missions 
is not a modern scheme. Its origin was 
not in the mind or heart of man—not 
even in the hearts of great missionaries 
such as William Carey, or even the 
Apostle Paul. The very heart of God is 
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its origin. Jesus Christ His Son is His 
Great Missionary, sent to the lost world 
as a revelation of His heart and an ex- 
pression of His love. 

To David Livingstone, missions was 
not a social means to change the stand- 
ards of the African people. Had _ that 
been the case, his efforts would have 
failed, and today we would know noth- 
ing of him or his enduring work. He 
caught a glimpse into the very mind 
of God and saw there an inmost desire 
to see lost African people come to Him. 
He determined in his heart that he would 
win them to God or die in the attempt. 
Yielding his entire life to God and the 
good of the African people, he left Eng- 
land alone to face the great unknown, 
his equipment being faith in God, in 
the Africans, and in the power of meek- 
ness, patience and conciliation. 

Livingstone accomplished things that 
no other man had ever done. He blazed 
a trail from the Indian Ocean to the 
Atlantic. It was not easy for he took 
fever 30 times during the trip. Many 
times food was scarce and always food 
suited for a fever-ridden man was lack- 
ing. He looked upon nothing as im- 
possible provided he felt that the for- 
ward course was rightly centered in the 
divine will. He is credited with saying, 
“If God has accepted my service, then 
my life is charmed until my work is 
done.” 

Alone on his knees by the side of his 
bed, he died, his head burying in his 
hands, which rested on a pillow. The 
natives carefully removed the heart and 
buried it in African soil. For nine months 
they carried the body through. innumer- 
able dangers to the coast without other 
reward than surging emotion ennobled 
through love. The body rests in West- 
minster Abbey, in England, while the 
heart remains in Africa among the people 
he loved. 

As the apostles went out they were 
filled with His Spirit. They did not go 
in their own strength, but through much 
prayer and fasting and seeking the pow- 
er of God in their lives. As they went 
forth, things happened in spite of the 
opposing pagan world. Because they 
were capable leaders and speakers? No. 
Because they had what they professed 
to have—a reality, something the world 
longs for. 

Why then do we not seek the power 
and reality of God in our lives as they 
did? Without’ peace and reality, how 
can we point other souls to reality and 


peace? Let us be careful what we pro- 
fess to have. The responsibility to be 
Spirit-filled does not lie only on those 
who are in the full-time ministry. We 
notice in New Testament times, when 
persecution arose in Jerusalem and the 
Christians were scattered abroad, they 
went everywhere preaching the gospel. 
To them the gospel was their very ex- 
istence; it was ‘their life. It was a part 
of them and should be a part of us. The 
gospel should not be preached in church 
only; it should be preached every day 
by every person in his own consistent 
Christian living. This is what the world 
sees. And the world needs something that 
is practical, something real and _ vital, 
something that works and satisfies. 

Let us give our all to Christ and ac- 
cept the challenge which is ours in our 
present generation.

The local pastor and Sunday school 
superintendent may not view this na- 
tional holiday with the same enthusiasm, 
for, oftentimes, a holiday or special day 
is the signal for people to leave town 
and as a result the Sunday school at- 
tendance suffers. Sunday school leaders 
may be dubious about the value of 
special days. They may consider them 
a hindrance to the growth of the school 
rather than a blessing. 


Special Days Have Promotional Value. 
Pastors and Sunday school superin- 
tendents can make good use of special 
days even as merchants capitalize on 
them. Merchants could be mournful 
about the fact that their stores will be 
closed on Christmas. But instead they 
make the special day work for them. 
All holy days and all holidays, plus 
many special days which Sunday schoo! 
leaders choose to observe, can be of 
definite promotional value to the Sunday 
school as well. 
Special Days Have Attendance-building 
Value. 

This statement may sound contra- 
dictory to the first paragraph, but vis- 
ible results often are a reflection of the 
vision of the leaders. Instead of ex- 


pecting a small crowd on the holiday, 
if the leaders will promote the special 
day, plan for it in a big way, work hard 
to make it something extra—maybe the 
families in your school will invite grand- 
ma to come to see them rather than plan 
to go see grandma. That special days 
do have attendance—building value may 
be witnessed by the fact that Easter 
Sunday is the best attended Sunday of 
the year in the majority of churches. 


Special Days Have Educational Value.i 

Special days offer to leaders ideas 
for decorations, centers of interest, open- 
ing worship services and special features. 
The holy days: Pentecost Sunday, East- 
er, Palm Sunday, Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas offer the Sunday school a wonder- 
ful opportunity to teach in a new and 
interesting way the truths these days 
commemorate. The national holidays: 
Memorial Day, Independence Day, Ar- 
mistice Day, and Labor Day give the 
Sunday school an opportunity to teach 
truths concerning patriotism which are 
inseparable from our heritage as Chris- 
tians and Americans. Other days such 
as: Mothers Day, Fathers Day, Chil- 
dren’s Day, Rally Day, Promotion Day, 
and Graduation Day, give the Sunday 
school added opportunities to pay honor 
to whom honor is due and to teach les- 
sons of loyalty, fidelity, love, appreci- 
ation and respect.

The trip from California to Texas really 
kept us jumping—driving all day and 
stopping every night for services in 
various churches. From the border of 
Mexico on, it was one week of interest- 
ing but steady driving to get to El Sal- 
vador before the missionary conference 
of all Central America was to begin. 
This conference is held every two years. 
This year the ten missionary couples, 
representating all the republics of Cen- 
tral America adopted themselves a 
“Mom” who will be traveling throughout 
the States in their behalf this year. She 
is Sister Steelberg from Springfield. 
Two of the ten couples are the Paul 
Coopers and the Arthur Lindvalls from 
our own District. 

The republics each have their national 
conference for their local workers. Un- 
der this indigenous plan, native pastors 


> are supported by their local churches,

not from money from the States. Thus 
the missionaries train native workers, 
but the missionary does not pastor a 
church. It is a thrill to see the national 
worker go ahead and pastor, leading 
his people. 

Following the conference in Santa 
Ana, Sister Steelberg and I went to 
Honduras for special meetings. The only 
way into the area is by plane, and once 
there mule back is the means of travel. 
One day we rode five hours by mule 
to a little village away up in the moun- 
tains. Some 80 people gathered around 
a little pitch fire under the moonlight 
for a service. 

That night we hung our hammocks 
in a little mud hut and slept with eleven 
other people, the setting hens, dogs, 
and the chickens—all in one little room. 
The pigs had been moved out that night 
for our sakes. I was thankful for that, 
for I've had plenty of pigs running un- 
der my hammock, rubbing their backs 
on my back.

Although I’ve been traveling in both 
Honduras and Guatemala in youth ser- 
vices, I’ve spent most of my time in El 
Salvador. There we have 73 churches 
and some 150 stations. One day we went 
away up in the mountains to have a 
service in a campo, an outstation. A 
car had never been there before; so they 
cut down banana trees to make a way 
to bring the car with our instruments. 
The pastor and his 15 members walked 


“seven miles to come to the outstation 


service. These folks don’t serve Christ 
because of habit; Christ is everything 
in their lives. The pastor had ten dea- 
cons. These deacons go out from the 
church to hold services in five different 
outstations. Whenever possible, the pas- 


tor makes way for a new outstation to 
be opened, at least two or three a year. 
This is the job of all of the pastors, be- 
sides their regular duties. 

In one of our services in a country 
church, we gathered the fellows and 
girls first. Then in the evening service, 
the church being too small, the 700 
people stood for the entire service. Fol- 
lowing the altar call, people still kept 
coming for salvation. Many, many were 
saved. 

Of course it isn’t all roses; other powers 
work too when God blesses. It has been 
difficult for many of the Christians. Sev- 
eral of our pastors have been stoned. 
But God has been with them, and the 
revival continues to spread.

In Luke 6:38 we read, “Give, and _ it 
shall be given unto you; good «measure, 
pressed down, and shaken together, and 
running over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure that 
ye mete withal it shall be measured to 
you again.” 

I am told that in Palestine when a 
buyer wants to buy some grain, he first 
talks price. When the price is decided, 
be puts his cloth down on the ground, 
opens his sack, places it on the cloth, 
gets the measuring cup from the buyer, 
and begins to pour in the grain. As the 
grain goes in, he takes his hand and 
presses it down, pressing it just as hard 
as he can.

Then he shakes it down just 
as much as he can, and continues to 
pour in until the bag is filled. And 
every bit of grain that falls on the cloth 
belong to him. 

When Jesus was there, He went 
among the marketing places and saw 
these buyers and sellers. He turned to 
His disciples and said to give and it 
shall be given unto you—good measure 
pressed down, shaken together, and run- 
ning over. Shall we give liberally in this 
last hour that this glorious gospel of 
the Lord Jesus which has been com- 
mitted to our care shall be given to 
those who have not yet heard?
